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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the Amendment filed November 02, 2005. 
Accordingly, claims 7, 12 and 24 were amended, and claim 23 was cancelled. 

Currently, claims 1-22 and 24 are pending in this application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with George G. Ballas on May 20, 2005. 

In the title : change the title as "Method of forming a seal pattern comprising bent 
portions circumventing a conductive contact dot for liquid crystal display device." 

In the claims : 

Claim 6 : in line 13, after "between", delete "a" and insert -the--; and after 
"first vertex and", delete "a" and insert -the-. 

Claim 7 : - in line 14, after "between", delete "a" and insert -the-; and after 
"contact dot and", delete "a" and insert -the--; and 

- in line 15, delete "millimeters" and insert -millimeter-. 

Claim 12 : - in line 10, after "between", delete "a" and insert -the-; and after 
"contact dot and", delete "a" and insert -the-; and 

- in line 11, delete "millimeters" and insert -millimeter-. 
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Claim 20 : in line 2, after "between", delete "a" and insert -the-; and after "first 
vertex and", delete "a" and insert -the--. 

Claim 21 : in line 2, after "between", delete "a" and insert -the-; and after 
"contact dot and", delete "a" and insert -the--. 

Claim 24 : - in line 12, after "between", delete "a" and insert -the-; and after 
"contact dot and", delete "a" and insert -the-; and 

- in line 13, delete "millimeters" and insert -millimeter-. 
Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 1-22 and 24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claims 1 and 5-7, none of the prior art of record suggests or discloses alone 
or in combination that a seal pattern has a plurality of triangular bent portions, each 
having an open side and a vertex opposite the open side, the vertex directed toward an 
inside a display area of the second substrate, wherein each triangular bent portion 
circumvents a conductive contact dot. 

Re claims 9-12, 22 and 24, none of the prior art of record suggests or discloses 
alone or in combination that a seal pattern has a plurality of semicircular bent portions, 
the semicircular bent portions being bent toward an inside of the second substrate 
wherein each semicircular bent portion circumvents a conductive contact dot, 

wherein, re claims 9 and 1 1 , the semicircular portion has a radius of about 2.5 to 
about 10 millimeters; 
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wherein, re claims 10 and 22, each of the two ends of the semicircular bent 
portion has a radius of about 0.5 to about 2 mm; and 

wherein, re claims 12 and 24, a distance between a conductive contact dot and a 
semicircular portion is about 0.1 to about 1 millimeter. 

The most revelant reference, US 5,717,476 to Kanazawa, fails to disclose or 
suggest a seal pattern having a plurality of bent portions with the above dimensions. As 
shown in Fig. 2, Kanazawa discloses a sealing pattern 6 having a plurality of bent 
portions without any specific dimensions, wherein the bent portions of the seal pattern 6 
are bent toward an inside of the second substrate 2, and each bent portion circumvents 
a conductive contact dot 10.
